As  it  will  be  seen  from  the  list,  no 
attempt  has  been  made  to  givel  extravagant  descrip¬ 
tions  of  the  flowers;  simply  ‘the  color  and  season  of 
bloom  or  some  special  characteristics  are  given.  ¥hose 
unfamiliar  with  Peonies  may  well  be  governed  by  the 
rating  of  the  American  Peony  Society,  which  precedes 
the  namsj  of  the  variety.  Where  no  number  appears, 
the  plant  is  of  too  recent  introduction  to  be  rated  as 
yet.  ,  In  making  selections  you  are  safe  in  buying  any 
plant  rating  8.o  or  over.  Those  rating  over  8.5  are  of 
the  aristocracy  and  those  over  9.0  are  of  the  very  best 
in  existence,  there  being  only  about  25  peonies  in 
commerce  having  a  permanent  rating  over  9.0. 

You  will  perhaps  be  surprised  at  the  low  prices 
quoted  on  some  of  the  plants,  but  remember  that  I 
grow  peonies  as  a  hobby  and  these  plants  represent 
the  surplus  from  my  own  garden.  I  am  therfore  able 
to  offer  them  at  reasonable  prices  so  that  other  Peony 
enthusiasts  may  secure  some  of  the  newer  varieties 
at  prices  within  their  means.  In  some  instances  I 
have  only  a  few  plants!  of  a  variety  and  as  I  fill  orders 
in  the  order  received,  assuming  no  obligation  to 
supply,  after  stock  is  exhausted,  I  would  suggest  that 
you  order  early  and  avoid  disappointment. 

Shipping  season  is  from  September  1st  to  November 
1st.  Where  sent  parcel  post  add  20  cents  a  root  for 
less  than  three  roots,  10  cents  per  root  for  three  to 
ten  roots.  More  than  10  roots  had  best  be  sent  by 
express. 

Terms  of  sale  are  cash/  with  order ’or  25  per  cent 
deposit,  balance  payable  10  days  prior  to  shipping 

date.  Prices  are  net.  . 

Roots  will  consist  of  natural  division  of  3  to  5 
eyes,  cut  from  2  or  3  year  old  plants  and  will  be 
carefully  labeled  and  guaranteed  true  to  name.

The  plants  are  so 
hardy,  require  suefy  little  care,  and,-  pay  such  overwhelmingly 
iarge  dividends  on  the  little  effort  expended  upon  them,  that  if 
you  once  have  a  proper  variety,  properly  planted,  you  may  look 
forward  to  years  of  beauty  and  satisfaction.

Street,  west  of  Connecticut  Avenue,  about  two  miles  north  of 
Chevy  Chase  Lake.  There  is  a  sign  board  at  the  end  of  the 
street!  indicating  the  location  of  my  gardens.  Peonies  are  usually 
in  bloom  for  Decoration  Day  and  I  am  always  glad  to  show 
visitors  through.
